Claims 40-47, 50-58 are directed to an isolated nucleic acid encoding a specific 
phosphotransferase enzyme II, its specifically claimed homologs with said activity, 
vectors and host cells comprising all said products. Claimed nucleic acid and homologs 
thereof are free of prior art. Further, the prior art does not teach or suggest preparing 
such specifically claimed products. Hence, all said products are also non-obvious. Since 
all said products and both novel and non-obvious, vectors and host cells comprising all 
said products are novel and non-obvious as well.
